Hughes, at Cincinnati, last Febroary.

Wiih the exveption of the case of the con-
spirators in the assassination plot, we cannot
recall any Instance during the past quarter of
a century where three men have been sen.
tenced to death and executed for murder at the
same time. The present oase is remarkable,
dlierefore, in this light.

The enormity of the crime has been seldom
equalled. The discovery of the murderers
was really miraculous, and their conviction
wasg, according 1o Judge Murdoch, the work
of no man, but of the God of Justive.—EFp.

T he Crime.

Less than three monihs haVA passed since
the commission of the erime for whien thess
three youths ara thus speedlly Lo be exeonbed.
On the mornlng of the Sth of February last the
whole community were siartled and horrifed
st the announceément that one of Its mosl
prominent citizons hnd been assnlied and mur-
dered on the pighway; but by whom and from
whal motive no one Lnew, save the perpetra-
tors of the deed; nor was there augnt but
the slightest clue to the mystery—a elue which
guve no promise of even & dislant solution;
yet In less than o week that which sesmod
impenetrable wag unvelled, and the criminils
were fill In the bands of the officers of the

law,

Leading from the clty to the northwest s a
desolate rond running along the banls of & little
stream called Lick Run—skirted on either haad
by bills whose uniovitingsides are covered with
underbrush and serub trees—jast thespot whileh
the robber would chioose to wuylay his vietim,
The valley Is, verhap+, n mile and a hall or two
miles in length, aod leads to one of the most
benutiful suburbs inall this section; and during
nearly one-halfl that distance there 18 not o
house, save on the hill tops, to the right and to
the lelt, 80 that the erles of the traveller or the
woloea of hig assillants could searcely ba heard,
and the daring villain could pounee apon and
rob his vietim and eseape, lenaviog no trace
behind to lead to his ldentiAcation.

It was on the evenlug of Lhe 7th of February,
at about 7 o'clock, that Hughes was murdered;
pbut the villaius, in their haste to secure n vie-
tim, struck the blow before he had falrly
reached the desolale rtion of the valley, and
the consequence was that the nelghborbood was
aroused, and they were compelled to iy,
almost on the Instanpt that the murder was
committed, and before they wers able o evon
snatch off the wateh of thelr vietlin, Lthough
that would have required bul & moment, Over

the hills they fed, leaving the lifelesy corpse of
Hughes bleading by the roadside—ad, but only
1w entrapped In a net whieh thelr own
fears, If not thelr own consclences, had sal for

them,
The Victim,

Mr, Hughos was & man of over 8 years of ages,
and chlol book-kesper for R, B, Smith & Jo.,
the most extonsive coal dealers in Cinclunatl,
and a man highly eiteemed by all who kuew
him, Hisresidence 18 in Green township, wd-
jmmnF thu farm of the late Hon, John A, Gur-
ley, who represented the First Dlsbriet of this
Biate in Congress for severnl years, but wio
previously bad been a Universallst prengher,
and pastor of the very church of which Mr.
Hughes was a member. Although so old, he
appeared In the prime of life, his strong con-
smuuun and temperate habits haviog, in a

reat measure, deflod the lnronds of ago; and
gutn moment previous Lo the murder, Lo b “}
every prospect that his life would oe prolong.
& series of years at least, He had around him
& wife and four ehlldren, the latter wll younyg;
and he was everywhere looked upon and hon-
ored, not only as an upright eitizon, but m one
of the best practioal business men lo Lis whole
ocountry.

The Commission of the Orime.

New Bruxswick, N, J., April 27, —~The trial of
Eridget Durgan, for the murder of Mrs, Ellen
Coi tel, at New Market, New Jersey,on the nlght
of the 25th of February, was ¢t down for to-day
inthe Middlesex County Oyer and Terminer,
held at the Court House in this place. The de-
tails of this horribie murder are stll fresh in
the minds of the publie, and hnve erented a grent
den) of indignation and excllement throughs
out thils ecounty, especinlly lu the lttie town
where the victim dwelt. The announcement
tnat the trial was Lo lake place to day conse-
quently drew a large crowd to this quiet pluce,
which Is nol poted for sensations, butl rather
for its guiet unpretentlousness,

Al the opeulng of the Court, at the usual
hdur, the room wis s0 crowded thatl searcely o
place 10 stand could be found, The presiding

Judges 1y D, Decker, H. H, Brown, and Elisha
Cook sab ns associnte judges, George M. Robe.
son, the Attorney-General, and Cnarles Mor-
gan Herbert, the Distriet Atlorney, appeared
for the prosecution, and G, B, Adrign for the
defense, Mr., Herbert Is quite & young man,
apd this is his first case since holding the posi-
vion of District-Attorney.
